THE father of the man found dead at the 
home of TV star Michael Barrymore says 
he will never give up hope that those 
responsible for his son’s death will be 
brought to justice. 

It was 10 years ago today (Thursday) that the body 
of Stuart Lubbock was discovered floating in the 
swimming pool at Mr Barrymore’s luxury house in 
Beaumont Park Drive, Roydon, in 2001. 

A post-mortem showed the 31-year-old father-of- 
two had suffered serious internal injuries suggestive 
of sexual assault. Traces of ecstasy, cocaine and alco¬ 
hol were also found in his bloodstream. 

The police investigation revealed that Mr Lubb¬ 
ock had gone to the house with a group of other peo¬ 
ple after meeting Mr Barrymore in a nightclub in 
Harlow. 


Although three people - including Mr Barrymore 
- were arrested and questioned in June 2007 in rela¬ 
tion to Stuart’s death, no charges have ever been 
brought. 

Mr Barrymore denied all knowledge of what hap¬ 
pened on the night, but the publicity surrounding the 
incident effectively ended his career as one of the 
country’s most successful entertainers. He no longer 
lives in Roydon. 

Stuart’s father Terry (66), of Great Brays, Harlow, 
has never waivered in his belief that his son was sex¬ 
ually assaulted and murdered, and blames a series

of police mistakes for the failure to convict 
anyone for what happened. 

In the years since Stuart’s death, Mr 
Lubbock’s health has suffered as he continued 
his personal battle. In 2009 he announced he 
was giving up the fight after suffering a 
seizure. 

But this week he told the Star: “It’s been 10 
years now and I just can’t let go of it. This 
could be my best shot at finally finding out 
what happened to Stuart that night. 

“The investigation at the time was all a mat¬ 
ter of incompetence. The pool area was never 
cordoned off, people were allowed to contami¬ 
nate the scene and not everyone at the party 
was taken in for questioning. 


“Of course, when they reopened the case six 
years later all the evidence was gone. 

“By appealing on the 10th anniversary, 
hopefully someone somewhere will come for¬ 
ward with the information necessary for a con¬ 
viction. 

“My job is to keep going until somebody is 
finally tried in court for the murder of my son 
and I can finally have some peace of mind.” 

Following an open verdict at Stuart’s 
inquest, the Lubbock family lodged a total of 
36 complaints against Essex Police regarding 
their handling of the case. 

A report by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission in 2009 upheld six of 
them, including complaints that the crime 
scene had not been effectively preserved and 
that two potentially crucial pieces of evidence 


had gone missing. 

A new investigation into Stuart’s death was 
opened by Essex Police in 2006 and remains 
ongoing. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gareth Wilson, of 
the Kent and Essex serious crime directorate, 
said: “I am convinced that somebody knows 
exactly what happened to Stuart and so far they 
have not shared this information with us. 

“Ten years have now passed since his death 
and maybe those people who have harboured 
this information since 2001 feel the passage of 
time may make it easier to now come forward 
and tell police what they know.”

Cornerstone folds 
after funds dry up

A CHARITY supporting people with 
learning difficulties has been forced to 
close after losing its main sources of 
funding. 

The Cornerstone Trust has provided formal 
advocacy and training courses from its base at 
The Stow for almost 13 years but will shut up 
shop for good today (Thursday). 

It has been left hamstrung by the closure of 
both the European Social Fund and the 
Department For Work & Pensions’ Routeways 
To Work scheme, while attempts to secure a deal 
with the prime contractors supplying the DWP’s 
new Work Programme have proved unsuccess¬ 
ful. 

Coupled with rising overheads, the charity has 
been left in severe financial difficulty and 
trustees took the decision to close after a 30-day 
consultation with its 20 members of staff - all of 
whom now face redundancy. 

Speaking to the Star yesterday (Wednesday), 
chief executive Wendy Grafton said: “The 
trustees have reached this very difficult and 
unwelcome decision in a very short space of 
time following confirmation that some of our 
funding sources have been withdrawn or not 
renewed. 

“We have been seeking alternative funding 
sources but at this time all grant-making bodies 
find themselves totally overwhelmed by the 
number of applications from worthwhile causes. 

“[This] has left the organisation significantly 
underfunded and unable to meet the rising over¬ 
head costs of running such an organisation, and 
therefore unable to continue to operate." 

The charity hit the headlines last year after 
successfully fighting Harlow Council’s attempts 
to almost triple its rent demands for the trust’s 
headquarters. 

Following protracted lease negotiations, a 
compromise deal was eventually struck that 
trustees hoped would secure the premises for a 
further three years. But just six months later the 
charity is set to close for good. 

Harlow MP Rob Halfon said he was disap¬ 
pointed to learn of the closure but added that 
Government funding had not been the trust’s 
only source of revenue. 

“It is very sad that Cornerstone is now clos¬ 
ing,” he said. “I pay tribute to the hard work and 
dedication of many people who have worked so 
hard for many years for so many people. I am 
very sorry that this has happened. 

“It appears that the charity received funds 
from a number of different agencies, including 
Essex County Council and the primary care 
trust." 

He added that a transition fund had also been 
set up by the Government to help struggling 
charities, pointing out that Harlow Integration 
Support Services had only recently received 
£60,000 from it. 


A picture of life after fire disasters 



MURALS painted by a group of 
Harlow youngsters to celebrate the 
neighbourhood where they live were 
unveiled in the Harvey Centre at the 
weekend.

Pirates Basketball team. 

The youngsters chose to make one 
large mural illustrating scenes from 
the most recent fire and a separate 
display demonstrating how the 
community has pulled together in its 
wake. 

Berecroft Residents' Association 
secretary Zulqar Cheema said: “It 
was really good. The children enjoyed 
making the murals and lots of people 
stopped to have a look and talk to us 
about them. 

"We would like to say thank you to 
everyone who helped with the 
project." 

The children's work will be on display 
on the top floor of the Harvey Centre 
for the next few weeks.

Bus passenger's 
door trap agony 



A BUS passenger suffered agonising 
injuries after the doors of the vehicle 
closed on her neck, trapping her for 
more than five minutes. 

Patricia Holman, pictured left, suffered 
extensive damage to her vocal cords, wide¬ 
spread bruising and severe neck and back 
strain after getting trapped in the doors as 
she got off the Arriva bus on her way 
home from the bank. 

The Churchfield pensioner, who 
works for a local engineering company, 
has been signed off for at least a 
week while she recovers from her 
injuries. She said that at the time 
she thought she was going to die. 
“I was the first one to exit the 
bus at my stop,” she explained. 
“I had just started to get off 
when the doors suddenly 
closed, trapping my neck 
between them. 

“I was so shocked. The 
doors just kept getting 
tighter and tighter and I 
could hardly breathe. I 
really thought that I 
was going to die.” 

She claims it 
took between 5-10 
minutes before 


someone was 
able to release the

malfunctioning doors. 

“I don’t know what took them so long,” 
she said. “I could hear the driver shouting at 
pedestrians on the outside of the bus to press 
the button to open the doors, but no-one real¬ 
ly knew what to do. 

“When they finally opened I was in so 
much shock that I almost collapsed. I really 
do think that a couple of minutes longer and 
I’d have been dead. I couldn’t breathe at all. 

“The driver didn’t say anything, not to 
even check if I was OK. He just drove off 
and I have since found out he didn’t even 
report the incident. I’m still in shock about it 
now.” 

Because of the damage to her neck, 
Patricia has been unable to eat properly since 
Monday’s accident. She even has to use a 
teaspoon to drink. 

“I just think what if it had been a child,” 
she said. “Then it could have been even more 
serious. I will never use a bus again after 
this. I’m just too scared.” 

A spokesperson from Arriva confirmed 
that it was one of the company’s vehicles that 
had been involved in the incident, adding 
that they were concerned to hear of Ms 
Holman’s injuries. 

An internal investigation is currently 
under way.

EVERYONE from the new¬ 
born to pensioners will be 
affected by plans to cut welfare 
expenditure. 

The Budget confirmed the 
Coalition Government intends 
to cut the welfare bill by £18bn 
over the next three years. 

Under the Welfare Reform Bill 
published in February, many 
current benefits will be 
abolished and replaced from 
2013 with a Universal Credit. 
However, some changes have 
already taken place, including a 
40 per cent reduction in the 
mortgage interest rate used to 
calculate support paid to 
people with disabilities, 
pensioners, the unemployed 
and others who rely on benefits 
or pension credit to help pay 
their mortgage. 

Other cuts include the freezing 


of child benefit for three years 
from next month, the decision 
to increase the age at which it is 
possible to receive housing 
benefit for self-contained 
accommodation from 25 to 35 
(April 2012) and the freezing of 
the savings credit element of 
the means-tested pension 
credit. 

The Child Poverty Action 
Group estimates that a baby 


born to a low-income family 
from April 2011 will be around 
£1,500 a year worse off 
compared to a sibling born in 
April 2010. 

However, a minority of people 
will see an increase in their 
benefits. They include most 
people with a severe visual 
impairment who will be able to 
claim the high rate of the 
mobility component of 


disability living allowance. 
Claimants must be aged three 
or over and under 65.

Flytipper fined 
for dumping 
trade waste in 




communal bin 

A FLYTIPPER who travelled 
to Harlow to dump trade waste 
has been fined £10,000 after 
he was caught on camera. 

Peter Bowditch was seen on 
two separate occasions in 
August last year dumping 
waste including cardboard 
boxes and commercial rubbish 
in a communal waste bin area 
at Edmunds Tower. 

A resident photographed him 
and the evidence was used to 
bring the case to court. 
Bowditch, from Braintree, 
pleaded guilty at Harlow 
Magistrates Court on Friday 
to two counts of flytipping and 
one of not having a waste 
carrier licence. 

Lynn Seward, head of the 
council’s customer and 
community services, said: 
“This is a great result for the 
council in our campaign to 
keep Harlow clean. 

“It was completely wrong of 
Mr Bowditch to dump trade 
waste and some of his own 
rubbish in a communal bin 
area. It costs thousands of 
pounds to keep communal 
areas clean. 

“The size of the fines in this 
case sends out a serious 
message that fly-tipping can 
really hit you in the pocket.” 


Dad faces jail sentence for sex 
abuse and child cruelty charges 


A FATHER convicted of 
indecent assault and gross 
indecency charges against 
his adopted daughter has 
been told by a judge that he 
will be jailed. 

The 43-year-old, formerly 
of Harlow but now living in 
Herne Bay, also pleaded 
guilty to child cruelty but 
was cleared of sexually 
assaulting his natural daugh¬ 
ter. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told that on a number of 
occasions the defendant, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, had forced his 
adopted daughter to remain 
upside down in a laundry 
basket and had repeatedly 
sexually abused her over a 


two year period. 

During his reign of terror 
he also hit her and told her: 
“Your dad’s not here to help 
you any more.” 

Andrew McGee, prose¬ 
cuting, said the offences had 
been committed when the 
defendant had been drinking 
or was drunk. 

“He would often disci¬ 
pline her in a way that 
amounts to bullying and 
even his wife who witnessed 
the child cruelty offences 
was cowered by him,” he 
said. “He was bullying, ver¬ 
bally aggressive and con¬ 
trolling when in drink and 
sometimes physically vio¬ 
lent to objects and people.” 

Although the man claim¬ 


ed the prosecution case was 
a pack of lies, he declined to 
give evidence in his own 
defence. 

The court was told that in 
May 2000 he had been jailed 
for five years for attempted 
robbery. 

Releasing the man on bail 
until May 16 when he will 
return to court to hear his 
sentence, judge David Tur¬ 
ner said he would be going 
to jail and would also proba¬ 
bly remain on the sex 
offenders register for life. 

As a condition of his bail 
the man must reside at 
Herne Bay and was warned 
that if he did not return to 
court in May he will receive 
an additional sentence.

FURIOUS pensioners have blasted 
Harlow Council’s controversial deci¬ 
sion to close public toilets across the 
town as “scandalous”. 

The cash-strapped authority plans to 
close facilities in the Town Park, Bush Fair 
and The Stow from tomorrow (Friday) to 
save £146,000 a year - but members of the 
Harlow Pensioners’ Action Association 
want to see the proposals flushed away. 

The group has set up a petition calling for 
the decision to be reversed and has so far 
collected about 750 signatures from people 
outraged at the impending closures. 

Association chairman Les Coben told the 
Star: “It’s not just us pensioners who are 
disgusted with the council’s decision, we’ve 
had people of all ages come and sign our 
petition. 

“The council obviously hasn’t considered 
the huge impact these closures will have on 
the disabled, elderly and families with 
young children, not to mention those with 
medical conditions who rely on the avail¬ 
ability of public conveniences to avoid 
being caught short when out and about. 

“Public toilets are a vital frontline serv¬ 
ice. If the council is so desperate for money, 
why can’t they trim back the salaries of 
some of their senior officers rather than 
denying the people who pay their extrava¬ 
gant wages the right to use public toilets?” 

The group plan to stage a protest against 
the closures outside Harlow Civic Centre 
tomorrow (Friday) before handing in their 
petition. 

“It might be April Fool’s Day but we want 
to show the council we’re no fools,” Mr 
Coben added. 

“Hopefully when the council see the 
strength of public feeling on this issue 
they’ll reconsider this scandalous decision, 
but I’m not holding my breath.” 

The council is currently in talks with 


pubs, restaurants and shops over the possi¬ 
bility of opening their toilets up for public 
use. 

Assistant chief executive Cath Shaw, 
said: “We want our shopping areas to be as 
friendly as possible to a wide range of visi¬ 
tors, so we are working with local business¬ 
es and shops to ensure there is plenty of toi¬ 
let provision. 

“The fact remains that the public toilets at 
Bush Fair, The Stow and School Lane were 
in a dilapidated state, under-used and dis¬ 
proportionately expensive to run. By the 
end it was costing council taxpayers over 
£20 for every single visit to these toilets by 
a member of the public.” 

She added the council would be willing 
to meet members of the HPAA to discuss 
the proposals and “put their minds at rest”.

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Views sought 
on plans for 
conservation 
area extension 

A SIX-week consultation has 
begun on proposals to extend the 
conservation area in Old Harlow. 
Harlow Council recently agreed to 
canvass opinion on its plan to 
designate a number of distinctive 
properties in St John’s Avenue, 
Manor Road and The Hill into 
their own conservation area, in 
addition to the existing Old 
Harlow conservation area. 

The properties were built in the 
1920s as part of local entrepreneur 
Charles Scruby’s plans for Harlow 
Garden Village, a rural idyll for 
city dwellers wanting to escape 
from the confines of the capital. 
Although the ambitious project - 
which also included plans for 
sports and leisure facilities - was 
never completed in its entirety, it 
remains an impressive example of 
the influential ‘garden village’ 
movement which helped inspire 
Sir Frederick Gibberd’s masterplan 
for Harlow New Town. 

The council has now published a 
document outlining proposals to 
allow residents to express their 
views. The document can be 
viewed online at www.harlow.gov. 
uk/conservation.

Regeneration team's 
design guide legacy 


THE organisation set up to drive 
forward the regeneration of Harlow 
bowed out on Friday with the publi¬ 
cation of a new design guide and the 
launch of four final pieces of work. 

Harlow Renaissance was established in 
2006 by Harlow Council, Essex County 
Council, the East of England Develop¬ 
ment Agency and English Partnerships. 

But last September it announced it 
would cease operating at the end of the 
current financial year after learning its 
two main sources of revenue - the Homes 
& Communities and Communities & 
Local Government agencies - would be 
pulling their funding in the wake of 
Government spending cuts. 

Before the plug was pulled on March 
25, Renaissance announced the launch of 
a new design guide which it claims will 
protect the town’s distinctive features by 
prescribing a specific “look and feel” for 
any future development within Harlow. 

Produced in partnership with Harlow 
Council, it has been adopted by the 
authority as supplementary planning 
guidance, meaning developers adhering to 
its principles will benefit from a more

favourable response to their planning 
applications. 

Renaissance chief executive Andrew 
Bramidge explained: “We’re delighted 
that, by working in partnership with 
Harlow Council, Harlow Renaissance has 
helped to create a robust, exciting and 
workable design guide which provides 
encouragement and issues a challenge to 
developers. 

“Effectively, what we are saying is rise 
to the challenge of this guide and you will 
benefit from a smoother passage on the 
design aspects of your planning applica¬ 
tion’ . 

He added: “That’s good news for devel¬ 
opers because it gives them clarity and an 
incentive. 

“More importantly, it’s good news for 
Harlow because it will encourage higher 
quality development and deliver better 
places and spaces for everyone in the 
town to enjoy.” 

The firm also revealed its final contri¬ 
butions towards the ongoing project to 


rebrand the town - a new ‘places to visit’ 
brochure, two short promotional films, an 
educational resources pack and a series of 
information boards celebrating key events 
in the town’s history. 

Communications manager Nicky 
Bowland said the work was a fit¬ 
ting swansong for an organisa¬ 
tion dedicated to changing 
unfair preconceptions of 
Harlow. 

“ Harlow: See Something Dif- 
erent has, through partnership 
work, set the vision for the 
town, challenging precon¬ 
ceptions, increasing recog¬ 
nition and inviting dia¬ 
logue and discussion,” 
she said. 

“It is taking us from 
how Harlow has been 
seen historically towa¬ 
rds how we would all 
like Harlow to be 
viewed - as a place of 
opportunity, with a can- 
do attitude and a rich

cultural landscape. 

“We are delighted to be able to present 
our final contribution to this campaign 
which showcases the wonderful attributes 
of Harlow.” 

The bulk of Renaissance’s responsibili¬ 
ties will now be absorbed by Harlow 
Council. The authority’s chief executive 
Malcolm Morley, thanked the compa¬ 
ny’s staff for their “important” work in 
spearheading the regeneration plans. 
“Harlow Renaissance achieved a 
great deal in supporting the cre¬ 
ation of the energy and 
momentum that is improv¬ 
ing Harlow,” he told the 
Star.

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Drug user begs judge 
to send him to prison

A DRUG addict who threatened to 
infect supermarket security staff with 
the Aids virus when he was caught 
stealing has been jailed for 16 months 
after pleading with a judge to send him 
to prison so he could kick his habit. 

Jason Heath (37) of Ladyshot, Harlow, 
was told by judge David Turner, sitting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, that his behaviour 
when arrested was “ugly, intimidating and 
very frightening”. 

The court was told that CCTV cameras 
were focused on Heath as soon as he entered 
the Tesco store at Church Langely on Febr¬ 
uary 5 because he was well-known for steal¬ 
ing meat. 

He was caught taking £152.96 worth of 
goods in two bags which he dumped outside 
the store before running off. 

When two security staff caught him, Heath 
pulled out an item from his pocket and made 
threats. 

Sophia Ewulo, prosecuting, said: “He told 
them he had a knife. He said he had got HIV 
and he would stab them with it.” 

The court was told that he then raised a 
needle-like item and the security staff let him 
go, but he was arrested by police soon after 
in a small wooded area where he dropped a 
packet of syringes. 

Heath, who pleaded guilty to theft and 
threatening behaviour, also asked for five 
other offences of shoplifting to be taken into 
consideration. 

He was also in breach of a nine-month 
prison sentence which had been suspended 
for 18 months, imposed at St Albans Crown 
Court in January for stealing a trolley full of 
goods from a shop. 

Ian Boyes, representing Heath, said in mit¬ 
igation his client was a heroin and crack 
cocaine user who wanted to be punished 
twice - in the first instance to go to prison 
for breaching the previous suspended sen¬ 
tence so he could come off drugs and then 
later for the shoplifting offence at Tesco so 
he could get support for when he came out. 

The judge activated the previous sentence 
in full and added a further seven months for

Dig your way out of that! 


WORK on a pond extension 
in a Harlow nature reserve 
came to an abrupt halt when 
one of the mechanical 
diggers working on the 
project came a cropper in 
marshland. 

The digger was being used 
as part of ongoing 
improvements at the 
Maymeads Marsh Nature 
Reserve, off Burnt Mill Lane. 
It had to be left overnight 
until a recovery vehicle was 
available to pull it free. 

A Harlow resident who 
spotted the submerged 
digger, while out for a walk 
said: "I just saw it sticking 
out of the water and 
thought that looks odd; 
someone is going to be in 


trouble over this! 

"It seemed to have damaged 
all the pond area around it 
which obviously isn't very 
good for the wildlife." 
Graeme Bloomer, head of 
regulation at Harlow Council 
confirmed that the digger 
had got stuck in marshland 
at the edge of the pond last 
Thursday. "There were no 
injuries and no risk to any 
of the volunteers working on 
the wildlife project there 
and the digger was pulled 
free by recovery vehicles 
the next day," he said. 

"The work to extend the 
pond will continue but our 
biodiversity officers will 
have to look at the best 


technical solution for doing 
that when working on softer 
ground. 

"This is an area rich in 
wildlife and we want to 
create the best possible 
long-term habitat for them." 
According to the website 
harlowwildlife.org.uk, more 
than 100 species of bird 
have been recorded at the 
site, including rare species 
such as little ringed plover, 
ringed ouzel, greenshank, 
jack snipe, redstart, and 
bittern. 

The remaining grassland is 
also rich in wild flower 
species such as the 
southern marsh orchid and 
cowslips. 


Builder hanged himself from tree with dog lead 


A BUILDER who had a large amount of busi¬ 
ness debt was found hanged in a copse near 
his Harlow home, an inquest heard this week. 

Paul Payton (38), of Great Auger Street, 
had taken his dog for a walk but never 
returned. 

His wife, Melanie, raised the alarm and a 
friend found him in the early hours of October 


22 last year hanging from a tree by the dog 
chain and lead. 

Essex assistant deputy coroner Chinyere 
Inyama was told there were no suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Coroner’s officer Paul Roberts said Mr 
Payton had been discussing declaring himself 
bankrupt with a friend before his death. 


On the evening of October 21 he and his 
wife went out socialising and he was 
described as being in a very good mood. 

Cause of death was given as asphyxia due 
to suspension by ligature. 

The coroner recorded an open verdict, say¬ 
ing he was not satisfied Mr Payton intended to 
take his own life.

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Academy moves are 
being driven by fear 

SIR, As reported in last week’s Star, 

Passmores School has decided to convert to 
Academy status from next September and 
Mark Hall, Stewards and Burnt Mill governing 
bodies are now consulting about their schools 
also converting. 

A National Union of Teachers’ resolution 
against Academies was recently passed by 
secondary school teachers and schoolworkers 
in Harlow. Although Passmores’ staff seem to 
have been persuaded by their head. Stewards 
staff voted against while Mark Hall and Burnt 
Mill staff voted by margins of 60-0 and 56-0. 
So why do teachers consider the move to 
Academy status to be bad for children, parents, 
teachers and communities? 

Currently, schools belong to the whole 
community. State schools belong to the public 
- the communities in which they are set. 
Conversion to Academy status removes schools 
from the public sector. The land and the 
buildings will transfer to private ownership. 
Academies are not democratic. They are not 
accountable to the local authority so they are 
not accountable to the public. Their governors 
are appointed, not elected. Academies are not 
covered by Freedom of Information legislation. 
They will effectively become private 
companies in our midst. 

Every Academy can set their own terms and 
conditions. This proposal will see the end of 
national negotiations, with headteachers and 
governors setting pay and conditions school by 
school. The Government has even planned to 
scrap the TUPE arrangements which allowed 
staff to transfer with their current 
arrangements. This could lead to a drain of 
good teachers from Harlow as staff seek to 
retain their rights by moving to state schools in 
other towns.

SIR, I have just noticed a team of men painting 
the roads in yellow textured paint and putting 
new zigzags at the traffic lights opposite the bus 
terminus in Harlow. 

It looks very nice but has no-one noticed all the 
potholes still in the roads in Harlow? Who sat in 
a meeting and decided that painting the roads a 
different colour is more important than filling in 
the holes which have a detrimental effect on our 
suspension, tyres and fuel economy which in turn 
has a negative effect on our carbon emissions as 
a town? 

There are so many reasons why the holes being 
filled is more important than yellow roads on 
approach to pedestrian crossings. In fact, I can’t 
think of a single advantage for yellow Tarmac.

There is no evidence that Academy status 
improves schools. Academy ownership can 
also be easily transferred from one academy to 
another. The current headteachers are good 
people but conversion will leave Harlow open 
to predatory Academies who may put profit 
before education. 

Currently Academies get a bigger slice of the 
pot than state schools but they have to buy in 
services. There is no long-term guarantee about 
income and the cost of bought-in services will 
inevitably rise, so in the long-term there is not 
extra money. 

Conversion to Academy status could also 
mean that Harlow schools face huge 
rebuilding bills that could bankrupt them. 
Massive insurance policies will lead to bigger 
classes and redundancies that, in turn, will be 
unaffordable. 

So why are Academies being proposed? 
Primarily, fear that the Government might 
make them compulsory, fear that predatory 
Academies will take them over, fear that if one 
or two go public perception will lead to a two- 
tier system in Harlow. 

But these fears hold little water. A year ago 
teachers in Harlow supported the idea of a 
Harlow Educational Trust, a collaborative 
organisation to bind Harlow schools together 
in a progressive partnership of strength. We 
believe this trust should be given time to grow 
and develop. We believe that our strength is in 
working together, not only with each other but 
as an integral part of the Harlow community. 
The Harlow public has the opportunity to say 
no to the privatisation of education in our 
town. Even the ill-judged decision by 
Passmores can still be reversed. Please take 
the opportunity to voice your opinion. Say no 
to Academies in Harlow.

Clamp down now on 
badly parked buses 

SIR, I would like to offer my agreement to 
the letter from Stephen Dodd {Letters, March 
24). I work at the Burnt Mill industrial estate 
off Elizabeth Way and like Temple Bank it has 
terrible trouble with coaches and buses. 

As you enter the estate you see coaches and 
buses not only parked on double yellow lines 
but mounted on the pavement, preventing 
pedestrians from using the pathway. 

When and if the buses finally move, you are 
left with the horrifying sight of a pavement 
that has been damaged beyond recognition. 
The kerb has been completely destroyed and 
the pavement is in a very sorry state indeed. 

It is also a safety issue because vehicles are 
forced on to the wrong side of the road when 
going round the bend into the estate because 
the buses are blocking one side of the road. 

I have written to the council and got a very 
polite reply, but I haven’t seen any evidence of 
words being turned into action. 

Across the road from the estate are the 
Hornbeams and Rivermill residential areas. I 
regularly see traffic wardens handing out 
tickets in these streets to car users who do not 
have the correct parking permit. It would take 
no more than couple of minutes for these 
wardens to venture round the comer to the 
industrial estate and monitor the double 
yellow lined area. 

I think we would have more respect for the 
way Harlow Council enforces parking if it 
dealt an equal hand to both car users and bus 
companies. You can’t help but think that 
because these companies have to work closely 
with the council providing services for the 
town that a blind eye is turned by when they 
contravene parking regulations.

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New 'rules' for 
market square

W HEN Harlow 

Council set about 
tightening up the 
regulations for the town 
centre market back in the in 
the mid-1970s, stallholders 
wasted no time making it 
known how they felt about the 
new arrangements. 

The measures were introduced in a 
bid to tackle the problem of “stall 
spreading” - pitches that exceeded 
the permitted space - following a 
number of complaints from the 
public about walkways being 
blocked with market produce. 
“Everyone was told that they must 
all keep within the limits of their 
stalls and a superintendent would 
go around keeping an eye on 
things,” explained regular Nostalgia 
contributor Ron Bill. 

“But some of the traders took 
objection to it and so decided to 
issue their own set of Market Rules 
in protest.” 

As a way of mocking the council’s 
new regulations, members of The 
Market Traders Association put 



together a leaflet, above, and 
handed out hundreds throughout 
the town. 

Under the heading ‘Big Brother is 
watching you’ it listed the 
following market ‘rules’: 

1. All junctions on market in future 
will have traffic lights 

2. All prams will be regulation size. 
These can be purchased from the 
Town Hall on Monday and 
Wednesday between 2-3.3Opm 

3. Pram wardens will patrol the 


market giving on the spot fines for 
double parking 

4. All stallholders will give a 
regulation salute to any member of 
the council market committee if 
they pass within two yards of their 
stall 

5. All umbrellas will be square 

6 . Stallholders will be careful not 
to let anything protrude outside the 
regulation limits of their stall. 
Anything sticking out will be 
chopped off 

7. All stallholders will draw from 
council stores before 9 one stall 
repair kit 

8. Any member of the public 
caught standing still for longer than 
10 minutes without making any 
purchase will be classed as an 
extension and charged rent. 

“It was all good fun really,” said 
Ron. “Everyone, including the 
council, responded well and 
thought the new rules were very 
funny.”

THE abominable snowman, or Yeti, has 
long been considered the stuff of 
myths and legends - but what if 
these fearsome beasts actually 
exist? 

Well if they do - and that is a big ‘if - then the 
answer may lie in western Siberia where Russian 
scientists are planning to set up a research 
\ . institute in Kremerovo dedicated to the study of 

the Yetis following 15 recent sightings of strange 
creatures in the region. 

V “We spoke to local residents,” researcher Dr Igor 
\ Burtsev told reporters, “and they said Yetis were 
stealing their animals. 

“We think that the Yeti is a separate branch of 
human evolution. It lives in harmony with 
nature.” 

Dr Burtsev believes around 30 Yetis may be 
living in a remote region of Mount Shoria in 
Siberia, describing the two-legged 
creatures as heavy-set, around 7ft tall and 
resembling bears. 

According to one report from a resident who 
claimed to have spotted a Yeti, its body was 
covered in red and black fur and it could climb trees. 
But sceptics have pointed out that the Kemerovo region 
has used its reputation for Yeti sightings to promote 
tourism in recent years. 

It holds an annual Yeti Day and this year will run an ice 
sculpture competition called ‘In the World of the Yeti’. 
Stories about the terrifying beasts are thought to have 
originated in the mountain settlements of the 
Himalayas, where villagers told of hairy, ape-like 
creatures stealing livestock.

Cast excel in celebration of am-dram 


REVIEW 

MURDER IN COMPANY 

Moot House Players, Moot Hall 


IT was hard to know where reality ended and drama began. 
After all, here was an amateur dramatic company 
performing a whodunit about an amateur dramatic 
company rehearsing a whodunit... 

The play-within-a-play in rehearsal - Murder At The Manse - 
sounds dire and the cast are unenthusiastic, but director 
Philip is convinced it’s just the thing to get bums on seats. 
But it’s hard for the bickering actors to keep their minds on 
their lines when there’s so much going on off-stage. Coupled 
with the fact a prowler is attacking women in the area and 
it’s only a matter of time before murder rears its ugly head. 
Almost anyone in the cast could have had reason for 
carrying out the killing, but the admission of guilt was so 
surprising there were genuine gasps of shock and disbelief 
from the Moot Hall audience. 

One of the pleasures of am-dram is that, over time, regular 


audiences get the chance to watch actors develop their 
technique and grow in confidence. 

Dan Powell as the boisterously camp Ronnie brought 
powerful emotional intensity to his role, Alan Hodgson was 
chilling as blackmailing caretaker Mr Smith, and Bridget 
McAlpine caught the comedy of Doris’s gradual slide from a 
restorative sip of brandy into intoxication. 

Matthew Truman and Kerry Rowland as Alan and Pat 
produced some good ‘bad’ acting that had me fooled for a 
moment, and there was strong support from Angela 
Hodgson as the smitten Margaret and Claire Quley as 
Phoebe. Geoff Leeds, meanwhile, brought a wound-up 
energy to Philip, the difficult and irascible director. 

A celebration of am-dram everywhere, the play highlighted 
the loyalty and commitment of actors who turn up in dreary 
halls on dark evenings and struggle to learn their lines, their 
only reward being the satisfaction of working together to 
create an entertaining show and the audience’s appreciation. 

I trust the heartfelt applause of the audience was payment 
enough for what was a wonderful performance.

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No escape from train 
that keeps exploding

TIME certainly isn’t on the side of 
gung-ho hero Colter Stevens in 
Duncan Jones’ fast-paced action 
thriller. 

He has just eight minutes to avert 
disaster and unmask a bomber who 
has planted a device on a speeding 
commuter train bound for Chicago. 
However, there’s a mind-boggling 
twist. If Colter fails and the bomb 
detonates killing everyone on board, 
he can travel back in time to relive the 
same nail-biting eight minutes, 
gathering more evidence to solve the 
case. 

Helicopter pilot Colter (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) wakes on a train sitting 
opposite Christina Warren (Michelle 


Monaghan). Confusingly, she calls 
him Sean and a visit to the bathroom 
reveals that he is trapped inside the 
body of a teacher called Sean 
Fentress. 

“Everything’s going to be okay,” 
smiles Christina as the train explodes. 
Colter wakes almost instantly in a top 
secret facility under the control of Dr 
Rutledge (Jeffrey Wright), who needs 
Colter to identify the bomber. 

Rutledge orders uniformed officer 
Colleen Goodwin (Vera Farmiga) to 
send the pilot back into the source 
code, which has been culled from the 
memory of the real Sean Fentress. 
Each time Colter is transported back 
into the parallel reality, he gathers 
intelligence about his fellow 
passengers including businessmen 
Max Denoff (Russell Peters) and 
student Derek Frost (Michael Arden). 


Groundhog Day shakes hands with 
The Matrix in Jones' eagerly awaited 
follow-up to the critically adored 
Moon. While this new film lacks some 
of the low-budget ingenuity of the 
director’s eye-catching debut, Source 
Code is nevertheless an adrenaline¬ 
pumping thrill ride that plays loose 
and fast with notions of space and 
time. 

On reflection, there are aspects of the 
high-concept plot that do not make 
sense and some of the digital effects 
aren’t as slick and polished as we 
have come to expect. But Jones and 
editor Paul Hirsch don’t pause for 
breath, maintaining a brisk tempo 
throughout as the clock ticks down 
relentlessly towards doomsday. 

The film doesn’t become too bogged 
down in the science behind the slam 
bang thrills, and while Colter is 


destined to repeat the same journey 
down the line, the iterations are 
sufficiently different to hold our 
attention. 

The central relationship between 
Colter and Colleen draws obvious 
parallels with Moon and confirms that 
Jones is a director capable of eliciting 
compelling performances from his 
leads. 

Gyllenhaal brings vulnerability to his 
role, including a heartbreaking scene 
when he breaks protocol to make an 
important telephone call. Farmiga is 
equally impressive in a role that 
requires her to stare down a camera 
lens. 

The romance with Monaghan is a 
sweet diversion, providing the impetus 
for a final journey inside the source 
code to attempt to rewrite a history 
that cannot apparently be changed.

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Leon FR is 
a complete 
'hot hatch'

I T wasn’t quite a case of 
testing to destruction - 
that’s something I’m not 
sure anyone would like to see - 
but this was the closest 
possible thing. 

Never mind sampling a new 
car for a day, a week or even a 
month: this was an eight- 
month, 18,000 mile test of 
whether the Seat Leon FR TDI 
could handle real life. 

The FR’s precise place in the 
Leon line-up is especially 
important. With only the Cupra 
and Cupra R above it in the 
range, the FR is 
unquestionably a hot hatch. It 
certainly looks the part: our 
particular example was 
finished in fashionable white 
but with the twist of black 18- 
inch alloy wheels. 

Despite the Leon not being the 
newest kid on the block, it 
regularly turned heads. There’s 
something about the strong, 
bold lines and the purposeful 
stance that made it hard to 
ignore. 

Yet this particular FR was 
diesel, the 2.0-litre common rail 
unit with 168bhp to be precise. 
Not only does that make it one 
of the few performance diesel 
cars at any price, it’s also just 
one element of the FR’s dual 
personality that made it such a 
versatile machine over all 
those miles.

That strong diesel unit pumps 
out 2581b.ft of torque which 
contributes to the highly 
impressive performance. The 
engine’s sweet spot through the 
middle of the rev range is 
where the torque really feels 
strong and the Leon will surge 
forward, accompanied by a 
meaty thrum rather than any 
unpleasant diesel noise. 

But this is just one side of the 
FR’s personality. The other side 
can be best summed up simply 
by the official figures of 
50.4mpg and 148g/km. This is 
still an economical car and 
although it can’t perform the 
miracle of being fast and 
economical at the same time, 
you have the choice of either to 
suit your mood. 

On the regular commute, the 
Leon regularly managed to 
exceed 50mpg when driven 


with a thrifty mindset, and on 
the days when cobwebs needed 
to be blown away the scenic 
route was despatched rapidly. 
There’s another key aspect 
lurking in the spec sheet; our 
paticular Leon FR diesel also 
had the DSG dual-clutch 
gearbox. 

Like most people who are 
taught and raised on a strict 
diet of manuals, autos are often 
seen as the choice for the lazy 
owners and luxury cars. But 
DSG has changed all that. It’s a 
simple idea that requires 
complex execution, but the 
crux of it is that the DSG has 
two clutches and, therefore, can 
offer shifts so quick that there 
is almost no perceptible 
interruption in power. 

Stick it in Drive and it gives 
you the same fuss-free 
approach that you get from a 


regular automatic and a 
smooth take-up of power, with 
the impercetible shifts adding 
to the relaxed feel. For a more 
spirited approach, S mode has 
all the answers as it recognises 
bigger presses of the 
accelerator and holds on to 
gears as a result. 

Then there’s full manual mode, 
with paddles on the back of the 
wheel to shift up and down 
sequentially. In this mode 
you're getting the best of DSG, 
with full control but without 
having to think too much about 
it: a finger-flick and you’re on 
to the next thing. 

It has a few tricks up its sleeve, 
too. There’s a launch control 
sequence if you fancy 
reproducing the eight seconds 
to 62mph sprint, you can flick a 
paddle to change a gear even in 
auto mode (and cancel it just as 
easily) and on long downhill 


runs it will recognise you 
feathering the brakes and shift 
down automatically to give 
extra engine braking. It’s 
clever technology applied well 
that makes the difference. 

It has been eight months with 
plenty of fun, but the Leon has 
done the boring stuff very well, 
too. Despite the mileage, 
running costs have been pretty 
low. Average fuel economy for 
the duration has been well over 
40mpg, which accounts for 
equal bouts of fuel-sipping and 
pedal-to-the-metal moments. 
The one and only service that 
the Leon required checked in at 
a very reasonable £150, with a 
top-up bottle of the nice 
synthetic lubrication used for 
the oil change, and the one and 
only fault during the whole 
time was also diagnosed: the 
audio system refused to eject a 
CD and the dealer ordered and 
fitted a replacement unit under 
warranty. 

Family holidays (with a 
roofbox), cross-country dashes, 
motorway trudges and even 
just for pleasure, the Leon was 
always up to the task and 
enthusiastic with it. 

The fact it was almost entirely 
faultless, economical, well- 
equipped and still a pleasure to 
look at even after eight months 
tells you all you need to know. 
The Leon FR is the complete 
hot hatch for the 21st century.
